The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose, teach, or suggest motivation for, taking claim 1 as exemplary 
of claims 1-6, 18-22 and 35-37, said text description including a loop with a delayed 
signal assignment having a delay value, and setting a latency of said pipeline equal to 
said delay value; taking claim 7 as exemplary of claims 7-10, constraining said producer 
operation to be scheduled before said placeholder node; taking claim 11 as exemplary 
of claims 11-17, constraining a scheduling order of said second access operation and 
said placeholder node; taking claim 23 as exemplary of claims 23-34, said text 
description including a loop with N wait statements, where N is greater than zero, and 
setting an initiation interval of said pipeline equal to N; and taking claim 38 as exemplary 
of claims 38-40, said text description including a loop with N clock statements, where N 
is greater than zero, and setting an initiation interval of said pipeline equal to N.
